DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C 121 : 

I. , Claims 1-12, drawn to a method for making an electrochemical cell, classified in 

class 29, subclass 623.3. 

II. Claims 13^20, drawn to a separator layer, classified in class 429, subclass 248. 

III. Claims 21-29, drawn to an electrochemical cell, classified in class 429, subclass 
. 162. 

IV. Claims 30-39, drawn to a base layer, classified in class 429, subclass 122. 

2: The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: Group 
IV includes a base layer, which element is not present in any of the other three groups. The 
separator of Group H is distinct from Groups I arid III because the same could be used in a non- 
electrochemical environment such as in an hydrolysis cell. Finally, the cell of Group HI could be 
made by another and materially different method than that taught by Group I such as by spray- 
coating the electrodes onto the separator layer. . _ ...... 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their different classification and recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. A telephone, call was made to Sol Sheinbein on February 6, 2003 to request ari oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
